predominatit in her heart. At length, expecting 
her diſſolution was drawing near, fhe ſent for Dr. 
G. who, ever ready to attend his rich members,

a. woman with a, conſiderable fortune, and pury 
chaſed a houſe for a valuable conſideration, in 
that part of London where Cripplegate formerly 

ſtood. 
He was a dull, heavy, and moſt perplexed 
acher, and read his fermons as a ſchool- boy

dwell.” No bad place to repoſe yourſelf in, 
Tommy, thought the writer of this. Having read

We ſhall hete add ſome anecdotes; which pretty 
clearly ſhew the temper and diſpoſition of Mr. Di- 
.claut. Some lines appearing in the Magazines, a 
Friend of his (for he has many ſuch friends) was at 
the expence of printing a pretty large number to 
circulate at Cole s, and other places, where this 
. officious man is well known: many were by ſome 
means or other paſted up with his h2ad againſt his 
meeting-door, and all round the neighbourhood of 
. Cripplegate; late on a Saturday night, ſo that they 
ared in full view on Sunday morning, when 
people were going to public worſhip. This in- 
raged Tom Diſbclout greatly —he ſent his pe w- opener 
and others around to pull moſt of them down 
poſted Lxcy, his mazd; and other ſpies at different 
quarters, to find out the parties who had ſo expoſed 
dim nay, one of his mirmydons, who lodges in 
Aldermanbury, went ſo far as Paternoſter-Row, 
and offered a poor ſhoe-black five ſhillings; if he 
would ſwear who ſtuck the ſatires in that part of 
the town, for they were exhibited in that neighbour- 
hood, and in many other places. As for Mr. 
H, in Paternoſtet-Rew, (he ſaid to ſeveral 
people) I will file a rule in the King's-Bench againſt 

im, —and the raſcally author J will lay in jail, and 
de ſhall be obliged, before Chriſtmas, to beg a 
blanket and a bit of bread to keep him from ſtarv- 
ing.
